Remembering 
Parcel  24  as  Home 

Meeting  Brings  out 
Emotions  Attached  to  land 
now  used  as  Highway  Ramp

Every  time  Allen  Chin  drives  up  the 
westbound  ramp  of  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Extension,  he  is  driving  over 
where  his  house  used  to  be. 

"It's  sad  to  walk  through  there  or 
drive  over  the  house  site.  It  makes  me 
remember  what  was  there,"  said  Chin. 

More  than  40  years  ago,  Chin's  family 
lived  on  92  Hudson  Street,  where  the 
on  ramp  now  sits,  over  a  parcel  of  land 
known  as  Parcel  24.  His  father,  Dr. 
Stanley  L.F.  Chin,  was  running  his  med¬ 
ical  office  there  and  Chin  grew  up 
seeing  a  waiting  room  full  of  people 
waiting  to  see  their  doctor,  he  said. 

The  former  Chinatown  resident  was

Chinatown  Residents 
Association  Holds  First 
Official  Development 
Review  Hearing  With  BRA

Holding  its  first  official  public  hearing 
on  development,  the  Chinatown  Residents 
Association  co-hosted  on  Feb.  24  a  design 
review  presentation  for  a  small  project 
across  Boylston  Street  from  St.  Francis 
House. 

Forty  Boylston  Street  Lofts,  which  is 
breaking  ground  at  38  to  42  Boylston 
Street,  is  essentially  adding  another  half  to 
its  building  at  32  to  36  Boylston  Street.  The 
presentation  hosted  by  the  Chinatown 
Residents  Association  (CRA)  and  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  was  to 
discuss  that  second  half. 

But  for  the  CRA,  the  meeting  was  about 
more  than  the  six  story,  $15,000,000  apart¬ 
ment  building.  The  meeting  marked  the 
CRA's  first  official  role  in  development 
review  as  stated  in  Liberty  Place  lawsuit 
settlement.  In  the  settlement,  the  Chinese

INS  Rule  Allowing  5,000  Indochinese  Parolees  to 
Apply  for  Green  Card  Highlights  Horrible,  Years- 
Long  Policy  Oversight  that  Kept  Parolees  in  Limbo 

5,000  Person  Cap  Too  Small  to  Help  All  Parolees

The  first  time  Tran  tried  to  escape 
from  Vietnam  in  1983,  he  was  caught. 
The  Vietnamese  soldiers  that  stopped 
Tran,  then  only  an  11  year  old  boy,  and 
his  sister  and  mother,  were  not  happy 
about  their  find. 

"A  soldier  separated  us  and  he  started 
to  hit  me  in  the  stomach  and  ask  me  if  4 
was  trying  to  escape,"  said  Tran,  who 
prefers  only  to  be  identified  by  his  last 
name. 

"Then  he  showed  me  his  gun  and  said 
'You  think  you're  a  hero?  A  hero  dies  for 


his  country.'  And  he  hit  me  very  hard 
and  knocked  me  down." 

Hitting  Tran  with  the  butt  of  his  rifle, 
the  soldier  fractured  the  boy's  skull, 
requiring  that  he  get  emergency  surgery. 
Sneaking  out  of  Vietnam  after  the  war 
was  dangerous  business.  But  Tran's  two 
older  brothers  had  already  made  it  to  the 
United  States  by  boat  and  his  family  was 
trying  to  reunite. 

Because  thousands  of  people  were 
fleeing  Vietnam,  Laos,  and  Cambodia 
after  the  war,  the  Orderly  Departure 
Program  (ODP)  was  started  as  a  safe  and 
controlled  way  of  escaping  the  war-torn

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Only  Vietnamese  Assistant  District 
Attorney  in  Suffolk  Sworn  In

Suffolk  County  District  Attorney  Daniel  F.  Conley 
recently  swore  into  office  Vy  Truong,  the  county's  only 
Vietnamese- American  assistant  district  attorney. 

Truong,  who  as  a  teenager  fled  Communist-ruled 
Vietnam  on  a  refugee  boat,  said  he  hopes  to  help  "build  a 
bridge  of  understanding"  with  the  Vietnamese  community. 

"I  will  be  able  to  help  the  people  in  my  community  to 
gain  appropriate  appreciation  for  the  doctrine  of  individual 
rights  that  the  US  Constitution,  specifically  the  Bill  of 
Rights,  is  designed  to  protect,"  he  said  at  his  swearing-in 
ceremony  at  the  Vietnamese  Community  Center  in 
Dorchester. 

"Only  then,  will  Vietnamese  Americans  understand  and 
appreciate  the  meaning  of  being  an  American." 

Conley  called  Suffolk  County  the  most  racially  and  eth¬ 
nically  diverse  county  in  New  England,  and  that  the  district 
attorney's  office  will  speak  for  "everyone  who  is  a  part  of 
the  larger  community  of  Suffolk  County." 

"Whether  a  victim  is  rendered  voiceless  through  an  act 
of  violence  or  abuse,  or  through  language  barriers  that 
make  justice  seem  unattainable,  our  job,  and  soon  Vy's  job, 
is  to  give  voice  to  the  voiceless,"  Conley  said. 

Conley  noted  that  law  school  graduates  who  become 
prosecutors  are  choosing  careers  of  long  hours  and  low 
pay.  But  as  several  speakers  at  Truong's  swearing-in  cere¬ 
mony  pointed  out,  the  new  ADA  is  no  stranger  to  hardship. 

Truong's  saga  began  in  1988,  after  his  father  was  impris¬ 
oned,  and  most  likely  killed,  by  Vietnamese  Communists 
for  being  an  American  sympathizer.  Truong's  mother  man¬ 
aged  to  scrape  together  enough  gold  to  put  him  on  a  small 


boat  with  64  other  refugees  fleeing  Communist  Vietnam. 
During  the  four-day  ocean  journey,  refugees  had  nothing  to 
eat,  and  only  the  water  that  cooled  the  boat's  engine  to 
drink.  Truong  became  ill  and  nearly  died,  and  indeed  three 
days  into  the  voyage  was  told  he  would  be  killed  if  the 
refugee  party  did  not  hit  land  soon.  The  next  day,  adrift  in 
the  South  China  Sea,  the  refugees  spied  a  dot  on  the  hori¬ 
zon.  It  wras  Malaysia. 

His  life  spared,  Truong  was  placed  in  a  refugee  camp 
awaiting  a  visa  to  America.  After  waiting  for  a  year-and-a- 
half,  Truong  was  granted  a  visa  through  the  sponsorship  of 
an  uncle  in  Houston.  During  his  early  school  years  in  the 
US,  Truong  was  ridiculed  because  he  did  not  speak  English. 

One  day  Truong  came  across  a  book  of  the  best  colleges 
in  America  and  noticed  most  of  them  seemed  to  be  located 
in  Boston.  By  1991,  he  had  moved  to  Boston  and  enrolled  at 
Cathedral  High  School  in  the  South  End.  Truong  graduated 
in  1994,  after  only  three  years,  as  salutatorian  with  honors. 
His  last  year  was  spent  at  the  Harvard  extension  school 
studying  economics. 

In  1995,  while  attending  Boston  University  on  a  full 
Cardinal  Medeiros  Scholarship,  Truong  was  naturalized 
and  became  a  US  citizen.  He  graduated  magna  cum  laude 
from  B.U.  with  a  double  major  in  political  science  and  eco¬ 
nomics,  and  then  enrolled  in  Northeastern  University  Law 
School.  He  later  worked  in  the  Suffolk  County  sheriff's 
office  as  a  paralegal  and,  after  graduation,  as  a  staff  attor¬ 
ney  before  deciding  to  accept  Conley's  offer  to  join  the  DA's 
office.  Truong  began  work  last  week  in  Dorchester  District 
Court. 

The  swearing-in  ceremony  began  with  Truong  leading 
the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  and  the  playing  of  the  American 
and  Vietnamese  national  anthems.  After  taking  the  oath  of 
office,  Truong  thanked  his  wife,  among  others,  for  support¬ 
ing  his  decision  to  serve  as  an  ADA,  noting  that  his  salary 
would  be  significantly  reduced  by  his  new  position.

Congressional  Stop  at  the  Sampan... 

U.S.  Congressperson  Mike  Capuano,  pictured  above  holding  a  copy  of  the  Sampan,  visited  the  Sampan  office 
on  Feb.  28.  For  an  hour,  the  Massachusetts  Democrat  discussed  with  Sampan  editors  Anita  Chang  and  Adam 
Smith  a  variety  of  topics,  including  how  he  feels  about  adding  Chinatown  to  his  district  ("It  makes  perfect  sense"), 
his  few  years  of  Chinese  language  study  in  college  (he's  not  fluent,  he  warned),  his  feelings  about  housing  in 
Boston  and  his  opposition  to  going  to  war  with  Iraq. 

Chinatown  fell  into  Capuano's  8th  Congressional  District  during  the  recent  state  redistricting.  He  is  now  serv¬ 
ing  his  third  term.  He  was  first  elected  to  this  office  in  November,  1998.  The  Eighth  Congressional  District  includes 
Cambridge,  Somerville,  Chelsea,  and  most  of  Boston. 

Recently,  Capuano  started  holding  monthly  office  hours  at  the  Boston  Public  Library,  during  which  an  assistant 
from  his  office  will  take  comments  and  answer  questions. 

"I  pride  myself  on  being  accessible  to  people,"  he  said. 

Why  did  Capuano  get  into  politics? 

"I'm  not  satisfied  with  the  way  life  is.  I'm  unhappy  about  the  inequalities,"  he  said. 

"I  was  an  angry  young  man  when  I  started.  I'm  intolerant  of  people  who  complain  and  don't  get  involved.  If 
you  don't  vote,  you  have  no  right  to  complain.  If  you  can't  vote,  there's  other  ways  to  get  involved."

Progressive  Association  agreed  to  settle  a  lawsuit  against 
the  developers  of  Liberty  Place  and  Boston's  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeal  if  the  developers  of  the  28-story  Liberty 
Place  and  the  BRA  agreed  to  certain  concessions.  One  of 
those  concessions  was  that  the  CRA  have  a  similar 
review  role  in  development  to  that  of  the  typically  pro¬ 
development  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council. 

At  the  hearing,  the  CRA,  which  has  15  members  who 
are  all  Chinatown  residents,  listened  to  architect  Steven 
McFadden  and  Russell  Associates'  owner  Enrique  Darer 
discuss  the  48-unit  apartment  building. 

Three  of  the  units  will  be  rented  at  the  BRA-deter- 
mined  affordable  housing  rate,  and  the  developers, 
Russell  Associates  and  Hamilton  Management 
Company,  contributed  $104,000  to  the  BRA's  affordable 
housing  fund.  When  asked  by  CRA  members  how  the 
$104,000  would  be  used  and  in  which  neighborhood,  no 
one  seemed  to  know,  including  the  BRA's  project  man¬ 


ager,  David  Hanifin,  who's  over-seeing  the  40  Boylston 
Street  Lofts  project. 

Are  you  planning  to  rent  any  of  the  bottom  floor' s 
retail  space  out  to  adult  entertainment  companies?  asked 
an  attendee  at  the  meeting. 

"No,"  said  Darer.  He  needs  to  protect  his  investment, 
he  said. 

Could  you  make  the  building  taller  to  include  more 
affordable  housing  units?  asked  another  attendee  at  the 
meeting. 

No.  Darer  said  he  prefers  small  projects. 

What  about  adding  more  affordable  units?  asked 
another. 

We're  already  including  three  units  plus  the  $104,000 
contribution,  was  the  answer. 

In  the  end,  the  CRA  thanked  the  developers  for  build¬ 
ing  the  project  within  the  zoning  requirements,  and  said 
they  wished  other  developers  would  follow  the  Russell 
and  Hamilton's  lead.

countries  and  the  new  Communist  govern¬ 
ment. 

After  their  failed  attempt  to  escape 
Vietnam,  Tran's  family  saw  the  program  as 
a  ray  of  hope.  But  as  history  would  show, 
ODP  had  a  major  flaw  that  would  lead 
thousands  of  persecuted  Indochinese,  such 
as  Tran,  into  an  immigration  nightmare.  A 
nightmare  that  wouldn't  begin  to  end  until 
earlier  this  year  when  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service  (now  the  Bureau  of 
Citizenship  and  Immigration  Services) 
implemented  a  two-year  old  law  offering 
help  to  a  portion  of  the  people  who  came 
here  via  ODP  years  ago. 

The  flaw  with  the  program  was  that 
those  using  it  to  reunite  with  siblings  in  the 
U.S.  didn't  realize  they  would  end  up  as 
parolees  instead  of  refugees.  The  differ¬ 
ence  is  huge. 

A  refugee  gets  a  quick  route  to  a  green 
card,  medical  assistance,  access  to  job  and 
English  training,  benefits,  and  the  freedom 
to  travel  outside  the  U.S.  A  parolee  can  be 
easily  booted  from  the  U.S.,  and  must  wait 
10, 15,  or  more  years  to  get  a  green  card  — 
in  fact  some  parolees  might  never  get 
green  cards.  A  parolee  must  also  apply  and 
pay  for  a  work  authorization  card  every7 
year,  go  without  a  U.S.  passport,  give  up 
their  right  to  travel  outside  the  U.S.  unless 
it's  for  an  emergency,  and  can  be  separated 
from  children  or  other  loved  ones  indefi¬ 
nitely. 

"Basically,  parolees  entered  the  United 
States  only  to  discover  they  were  con¬ 
tained  in  a  plexiglass  bubble,"  said  Ed 
Crotty,  an  employee  of  the  Asian 
American  Civic  Association  who  advocat¬ 
ed  for  legislation  to  help  parolees.  "In  a 
way  that  was  unbeknownst  to  the  (ODP) 
applicants,  they  were  being  called  parolees 
or  refugees  without  any  explanation,"  said 
Crotty. 

Tran's  story  shows  the  difficulty 
parolees  can  face. 

As  with  many  ethnic  Chinese  living  in 
post-war  Vietnam,  Tran's  family's  life  was 
difficult  under  the  new  government. 

"I  still  remember  my  father  said  to  us:  'I 
will  feed  you  guys  the  fish  in  the  ocean,  but 
I  will  not  let  you  learn  from  this  (new)  gov¬ 
ernment.'" 

In  1984  —  about  a  year  after  Tran's  two 
brothers  arrived  in  the  U.S.  —  hope 
appeared  to  arrive  for  Tran  and  his  family. 
The  Orderly  Departure  Program  seemed  to 
be  Tran's  family's  ticket  to  the  United 
States.  That  year,  one  of  Tran's  brothers  liv¬ 
ing  in  the  U.S.  filed  an  affidavit  of  relation¬ 
ship,  proving  he  was  related  to  Tran  and 
the  rest  of  the  family,  which  is  the  first  step 
to  getting  accepted  into  the  program.  Four 
years  later,  after  Tran's  brother  became  a 
U.S.  citizen,  he  finished  filing  the  necessary7 
forms  to  get  his  family  to  the  U.S. 

But  things  moved  painfully  slow7.  The 
ODP  office  in  Bangkok  did  not  process  all 
of  Tran's  family's  paper  work  until  1992. 
And  it  wasn't  until  1993  that  Tran  and  his 
family  could  make  the  trip.  Things 
changed  for  the  family  since  their  light  of 
hope  in  1984. 

"My  mother  had  died  in  a  car  accident 
and  at  that  time  I  was  not  a  child  any¬ 
more,"  Tran  said.  Now  entering  adulthood, 
Tran  had  already  started  a  relationship 
with  the  woman  he  would  later  marry,  and 
with  whom  he  had  already  had  a  baby  son. 

The  decision  he  had  to  make  in  1993 
was  all  the  more  difficult.  Should  he  leave 
his  son  and  fiancee  to  come  to  the  U.S.  with 
his  father  and  sister  and  then  try  to  get  his 


son  and  fiancee  into  the  country?  Or 
should  he  stay  while  the  rest  of  his  family 
started  a  new  life  in  U.S.? 

"I  promised  my  [fiancee]  that  once  I 
stepped  foot  into  the  U.S.,  I  would  file  the 
paper  work  [to  get  her  here],"  he  said. 

To  his  shock,  however,  Tran  found  out 
when  he  arrived  in  the  U.S.  that  he  would¬ 
n't  be  able  to  get  his  wife  and  child  into  the 
U.S.  In  fact,  because  he  was  a  parolee,  he 
wouldn't  be  able  to  secure  a  permanent 
resident  status  for  nearly  nine  years. 


Tran  and  his  sister  arrived  as  Public 
Interest  Parolees,  while  their  father  entered 
as  a  refugee.  His  sister  would  later  marry  a 
U.S.  citizen,  giving  her  a  green  card. 

Tran  didn't  know  what  to  do.  "I  had  no 
money  and  I  knew  no  English,"  he  said.  "I 
wouldn't  talk  to  anybody  because  1  was 
scared.  I  didn't  have  a  green  card.  I  was 
afraid  to  say  to  anyone  that  I  had  a 
(fiancee)  and  kid  in  Vietnam  because  I  was 
afraid  I  would  get  thrown  out." 

Spending  $300  a  month  on  phone  bills 
was  the  only  way  he  could  hear  his  fiancee 
and  child's  voice. 

"We  just  cried  and  cried.  I  don't  know 
how  many  tears.  I  left  Vietnam  and  my  son 
didn't  even  know  I'm  his  father  (because 
he  was  so  young)." 

Because  Parolees  can  only  leave  the 
U.S.  in  the  case  of  a  family  emergency, 
Tran  only  saw  his  child  twice  in  the  years 
they  were  separated.  Other  than  those  two 
visits,  which  only  lasted  a  few  weeks  each, 
he  missed  most  of  his  son's  early  child¬ 
hood. 


Each  year  he  was  reminded  of  his 
vague  immigration  status  when  he  went  to 
apply  for  a  work  authorization  card,  which 
costs  about  a  $100. 

"Every  year  when  the  time  came  to  fill 
the  application,  I  felt  really  stressed.  I  start¬ 
ed  to  cry.  I  felt  like  I  didn't  belong  here." 

At  work,  things  weren't  much  easier. 

"I  was  afraid  to  tell  my  co-workers 
about  my  status.  They  would  ask  me  if  I 
was  here  illegally.  Everyone  else  had  a 
green  card.  People  couldn't  believe  that  I 


didn't  have  a  green  card."  His  coworkers 
would  question  his  status  as  a  parolee,  and 
say  "what  type  of  a  status  is  that  to  come 
here?,"  he  said 

After  the  INS  lost  his  file  for  six  months 
in  2001,  and  after  years  of  letter  writing  to 
INS,  Tran  did  finally  get  processed  and 
receive  a  green  card.  He  was  finally  reunit¬ 
ed  with  his  child  and  his  fiancee  (who  had 
just  become  his  wife)  that  year. 

"I'm  really  thankful  that  the  U.S.  let  my 
family  and  me  come  here.  But  (during  the 
wait)  I  just  couldn't  breath,"  said  Tran. 

A  Horrible  Oversight 

John  Combs,  an  immigration  lawyer  in 
Colorado  was  ready  to  sue  INS. 

"There  were  a  number  of  Vietnamese 
parolees  who  came  to  me,  and  it  was  just  a 
shocking  story  to  me  that  they  would  be 
allowed  to  come  here  with  no  real  path  to 
get  a  green  card,"  said  Combs. 

According  to  Combs,  after  the  Vietnam 
War  there  were  "press  releases  urging  peo¬ 


ple  to  not  take  the  boat  and  come  here" 
through  the  Orderly  Departure  Program. 

But  for  thousands  of  people  entering 
through  the  program,  they  would  end  up 
like  Tran. 

"They  entered  this  parallel  universe  of 
rules  and  regulations  that  worked  opposite 
to  their  intent,"  said  Crotty. 

Had  the  INS  implemented  the  1989 
Lautenberg  Amendment  as  it  was  intend¬ 
ed  to  be  implemented,  however,  parolees 
such  as  Tran  would  have  gotten  their 
green  card  years  ago. 

The  amendment's  purpose  was  to  give 
parolees  from  Indochina  and  the  Soviet 
Union  lawful  permanent  resident  status. 

Under  the  amendment,  nationals  of 
Vietnam,  Laos  and  Cambodia  and  the  for¬ 
mer  Soviet  Union,  who  were  paroled  into 
the  U.S.  between  Aug.15,  1988  and  Sept. 
30, 2000  (as  it  was  extended),  could  get  per¬ 
manent  resident  status.  This  would  have 
allowed  parolees  such  as  Tran  to  get  a 
green  card,  reunite  with  loved  ones,  and 
feel  secure  enough  to  make  investments, 
such  as  buying  a  house. 

But  the  little-known  amendment  would 
not  be  implemented  this  way.  When  INS 
implemented  the  amendment  in  1990,  it 
stated  that  all  parolees  processed  in  Ho  Chi 
Minh  City  were  presumed  eligible  to  apply 
for  permanent  resident  status.  However,  a 
1993  INS  memo  changed  the  processing  of 
parolees  from  Indochina  and  those  from 
the  Soviet  Union. 

The  memo  stated  that  all  "Soviet  nation¬ 
als  processed  for  parole  in  Moscow.. .on  or 
after  August  15, 1988,  should  be  presumed 
eligible"  to  apply  for  green  cards  under  the 
Lautenberg  Amendment.  But  all 
Vietnamese,  Laotian,  and  Cambodian 
parolees  had  to  prove  they  were  denied 
refugee  status  to  apply  for  a  green  card,  if 
they  were  paroled  into  the  U.S.  after  April 
1, 1991,  as  many  were. 

Many  parolees  couldn't  prove  they 
were  denied  refugee  status  because  they 
were  simply  paroled  into  the  U.S.  Being 
paroled  into  the  country  under  the  Orderly 
Departure  Program,  said  Combs,  implied 
denial  of  refugee  status. 

Shortly  after  the  Vietnam  War,  the  U.S. 
Senate  approved  parole  for  thousands  of 
Indochinese.  Because  there  was  such  large 
numbers  of  people  trying  to  get  out  of 
Vietnam,  Laos,  and  Cambodia,  parole  was 
used  as  a  way  to  keep  down  the  number  of 
refugees  coming  into  the  United  States. 
When  the  Vietnam  War  ended  in  1975,  the 
U.S.  ended  up  resettling  about  1.4  million 
Indochinese.  About  47,000  Indochinese 
were  paroled  into  the  U.S.  between  1980 
and  1996. 

About  10%  of  the  Indochinese  parolees 
were  former  employees  of  the  U.S.  govern¬ 
ment,  political  prisoners  and  those  prison¬ 
ers'  relatives,  according  to  Crotty. 

Eventually  Crotty,  who  was  pushing 
for  a  law  change  that  would  help  the 
parolees,  met  Combs,  w7ho  was  preparing 
his  case  against  INS. 

In  the  late  1990s,  they  joined  their 
efforts  and  sought  a  legislative  fix  for  the 
parolees.  Later  they  were  joined  by  others 
who  were  sympathetic  of  the  parolees. 

Pointing  out  the  flawed  policy  toward 
Indochinese  parolees.  Combs  and  Crotty 
wrote  lots  of  letters:  letters  to  Viet  Dinh, 
the  Assistant  Attorney  General,  letters  to 
Senator  Edward  Kennedy  (D-MA),  letters 
to  INS  officials.  For  years  Crotty  worked 
w7ith  the  offices  of  Senator  Kennedy  and 
Representative  Barney  Frank  (D-MA). 

Finally  in  2000,  President  Clinton

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Chinatown- Area  Theater  that  Might  be 
Demolished  Has  African-American  Roots

Protesting  the  possible  demolition  of 
the  Gaiety  Theatre,  the  Gaiety7  Theatre 
Friends  presented  "The  Jazz  Age  at  the 
Gaiety  Theatre"  at  Harvard  University  on 
Feb.  20. 

The  presentation,  which  was  co-spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Harvard's  W.E.B.  Du  Bois 
Institute  for  Afro  American  Studies,  dis¬ 
cussed  the  African-American  performers 


in  1920s  who  performed  at  the  theater. 

The  group  held  the  event  hoping  to  con¬ 
vince  people  that  the  theatre  should  be 
preserved. 

"We  want  to  get  the  information  out," 
said  Lee  Eiseman  of  the  Gaiety  Theatre 
Friends,  in  an  interview  before  the  presen¬ 
tation,  "because  time  is  running  out." 

The  Gaiety  Theatre  at  659  Washington 
St.  could  be  demolished  as  soon  as  April 
—  along  with  a  Vietnamese  clothing  shop, 
an  Asian  gift  shop, 
a  nude  dancing  bar 
and  a  cigar  shop 
which  specializes 
in  pornographic 
magazines  and 
movies  --  to  make 
way  for  the  apart¬ 
ment  building. 
Residences  at 
Kensington  Place. 

The  theatre's 
fate  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the 
Landmarks 
Commission  and 
the  Mayor. 

The  Gaiety 
Friends  and  others 
believe  that  if  the 
theater  is  tom 
down,  so  will  be  a 
piece  of  Boston's 
history. 

"Structurally, 
the  theater  is  in 
excellent  condi¬ 


tion,"  said  Stephen  Landrigan  of  The 
Friends  of  the  Gaiety  Theatre. 

Clarence  Blackall  designed  the  theater 
in  1908.  The  prominent  architect  also 
designed  Wang,  the  Colonial,  and  the 
Wilbur  theaters. 

As  a  Vaudeville-style  complex  both  for 
music  and  speech,  the  theater  was  the 
home  to  African-American  musicians  and 
dancers. 

During  the  Jazz  Age  of  the  1920's,  the 
Gaiety  Theatre  was  an  important  venue 
for  African-American  musicians,  dancers 
and  comedians.  It  was  one  of  only  two 
Boston  theatres  that  regularly  presented 
Black  performers. 

Between  1923  and  1928,  The  Gaiety 
offered  several  weeks  of  vaudeville  each 
year  that  featured  either  all-Black  or  inte¬ 
grated  casts,  according  to  the  Gaiety 
Friends.  The  shows  were  often  put 
together  in  Harlem,  and  then  toured  an 
informal  circuit  that  included  theatres  in 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington, 
with  some  occasional  excursions  to 
Pittsburgh  and  Chicago,  according  to  the 
Gaiety  Friends. 

Some  members  of  the  typically  pro¬ 
development  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  however,  support  the 
Kensington  Place  project  and  feel  it's 
worth  the  theater's  loss.  Bill  Moy,  co-mod¬ 
erator  of  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  and  a  member  of  the  Chinatown 
Safety  Committee,  is  an  example.  Moy 
believes  that  the  theater  has  historical  val¬ 
ues  only  for  a  few  people.  He  speculates 


that  soon,  the  Boston  Landmark 
Commission  will  conclude  that  the  theater 
cannot  be  a  historical  landmark,  and  thus, 
is  not  worth  saving.  He  pointed  out  that 
restoring  the  theater  requires  money. 

"They  (supporters  of  the  theater)  do 
not  come  with  resources.  They  want 
somebody  else  to  do  it,"  said  Moy. 

Moy  said  he  supports  the  project  part¬ 
ly  because  it  will  get  rid  of  two  of  the 
adult-oriented  businesses  that  comprise 
the  remainder  of  the  Combat  Zone. 

Kensington's  developer  holds  that  it 
wouldn't  be  economically  feasible  to 
restore  the  theater  and  include  it  as  part 
of  the  building. 

The  debate  over  Kensington  Place 
recalls  the  previous  dispute  over  the  near¬ 
by  Liberty  Place. 

Among  neighbors'  concerns  were  gen- 
trification  and  air-pollution  problems  as 
well  as  safety  and  traffic  issues.  Liberty 
Place  is  a  28-story,  275-foot-tall,  439-unit 
apartment  complex  at  660  Washington  St., 
which  has  already  been  approved  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

Today,  some  Chinatown  residents  and 
groups  and  theatre  fans  are  opposing 
Kensington  Place.  Because  they  want  to 
restore  the  theater,  some  of  them  sent  let¬ 
ters  to  Mayor  Thomas  Menino. 

William  J  Cavanaugh,  a  Dorchester- 
born,  MIT  graduate,  has  worked  in  the 
acoustical  consulting  industry  since  and 
during  the  Korean  War.  He  said  in  his  let¬ 
ter  to  the  mayor,  "To  destroy  this  valuable 
cultural  resource  in  a  city  — is  a  travesty."

signed  a  law  that  would  allow  5,000 
parolees  from  Vietnam,  Laos,  and 
Cambodia  to  apply  for  a  green  card. 
Frustrating  parolee  advocates,  the  law 
wasn't  implemented  by  the  INS  until  two 
/years  later,  and  it 
wasn't  until 
January  27  of  this 
year  that  INS 
started  accepting 
applications. 

Many  say  the 
resolution  is  long 
over  due. 

"It  should 
have  happened  10 
years  ago,"  said 
Zenobia  Lai,  who 
works  for  the 
Greater  Boston 
Legal  Services, 
which  works  with 
parolees.  "It's  a 
historical  over¬ 
sight  of  the  immi¬ 
gration  policy," 
she  said. 

But  the  strug¬ 
gle  is  not  over, 
yet.  By  only 
allowing  5,000 
parolees  to  apply 
for  permanent 
resident  status,  it 
still  leaves  thou¬ 
sands  stuck  with  no  way  out  of  their 
parolee  status. 

"Less  than  24  days  after  the  regulation 
was  put  into  place,  the  5,000  person  limit 
had  been  reached.  INS  received  5,000 
applicants,"  said  T.C.  Duong,  project  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Southeast  Asian  Advocacy  at 
the  Southeast  Asia  Resource  Action  Center 
in  Washington  D.C. 

By  most  estimates,  about  15,000  to 
20,000  parolees  from  Vietnam,  Laos,  and 
Cambodia  still  are  without  green  cards. 


"I'll  be  honest  with  you,  I'm  not  sure 
why  5,000  was  picked,"  said  Chris  Bentley, 
spokesperson  for  the  Bureau  of  Citizenship 
and  Immigration  Services  in  Washington, 
D.C.  Bentley  did  say  that  the  5,000  person 
cap  might  be  set  higher  if  "the  need  would 
make  itself  readily  known." 

If  the  5,000  person  cap  remains,  these 
parolees  will  have 
to  wait  indefinite¬ 
ly  to  get  their 
green  card.  And 
according  to 
Combs,  under  cur¬ 
rent  policy,  some 
might  never  get 
their  green  cards  if 
the  cap  isn't  lifted. 
If  the  sibling  who 
sponsored  the 
parolee  to  come 
here  via  the 
Orderly  Departure 
Program  dies  or 
had  decided  to  go 
back  to  Vietnam, 
the  parolee  would 
never  have  a  way 
to  get  a  green 
card. 

Meanwhile 
thousands  of 
Vietnamese, 
Laotians  and 
Cambodians  who 
took  what  they 
thought  was  the 
safe  and  lawful 
route  to  America,  remain  in  limbo.  Some 
are  separated  from  their  loved  ones  and  all 
are  uncertain  about  when  they'll  be  able  to 
become  Americans.  Unless  the  5,000  per¬ 
son  cap  is  lifted. 

"Right  now  it's  in  the  hands  of  con¬ 
gress,"  said  Duong.

"There  were  a  num¬ 
ber  of  Vietnamese 
parolees  who  came 
to  me,  and  it  was 
just  a  shocking  story 
to  me  that  they 
would  be  allowed 
to  come  here  with 
no  real  path  to  get  a 
green  card,"  said 
John  Combs,  immi¬ 
gration  lawyer.

Based  upon  careful  consideration  of  all  the  factors  contained  in  the  record  and  the 
individual  merits  of  the  case,  favorable  discretion  is  not  warranted  as  you  have  failed  to  establish 
your  eligibility  for  benefits  sought 
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Your  request  is  hereby  denied.  Regulations  do  not  provide  for  an  appeal  to  this  decision.

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one  of  about  25  current  and  former 
Chinatown  residents  who  gathered  for  a 
Chinatown  community  meeting 
Wednesday  to  discuss  how  to  get  Parcel 
24  back  into  Chinatown  control.  The 
meeting  is  the  second  of  a  series  of  meet¬ 
ings  about  the  parcel. 

The  parcel,  an  acre  and  half  strip 
along  Hudson  Street  owned  by  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority,  will 
become  open  land  for  development 
when  the  Big  Dig  is  completed. 

The  land  was  part  of  Chinatown  until 
the  1950s  and  1960s  when  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  took 
the  piece  of  land  to  make  way  for  the 
ramp  of  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Extension.  Hundreds  of  Chinese, 
Chinese-  American  and  Syrian- American 
families  who  had  lived  there  lost  their 
homes. 

Not  only  did  they  lose  their  homes 
and  land  but  also  their  community,  said 
the  former  residents. 

The  former  residents  at  the  meeting 
recalled  Hudson  Street  and  a  time  when 
they  were  all  neighbors.  And  longtime 
residents  said  that  they  still  remember 
the  way  the  community'  used  to  be 
before  the  highway  sliced  through 
Chinatown. 

Olivia  Waishek  and  Stephanie  Fan 
met  at  the  meeting  for  the  first  time  and 
found  that  Waishek  and  Fan's  older 
brother  were  schoolmates  at  the  Quincy 
School. 

"There  was  a  Syrian  grocery  store  (on 
Hudson  Street),"  said  Fan.  She 
remembered  buying  candies  at  the  store 
when  she  was  a  little  girl.  She  said 
she  enjoy'ed  Chinatown's  diversity'  and 
the  Syrian  culture  that  once  existed. 


"And  there  were  little  shops,  church¬ 
es,  and  a  library,"  added  Waishek.  She 
explained  that  there  were  tailor  shops, 
meat  markets,  bakeries,  and 
specialty  shops  all  of  which  catered  to 
the  needs  and  the  lifestyles  of  the 
Syrian  people. 

A  Syrian-American,  Waishek  was 
bom  at  90  Hudson  St.  and  grew  up  at 
137  Hudson  St.  until  she  was  18  years 
old.  The  part  of  Hudson  Street  she  lived 
on  was  taken  by  the  Turnpike  Authority, 
however,  and  was  intended  for  highway 
use.  It  was  never  was  used  for  an  exten¬ 
sion  ramp,  she  said,  and  is  now  the  site 
where  Tai  Tung  Village,  a  housing  com¬ 
plex,  is.  Today,  she  lives 
in  West  Roxbury. 

"We  are  trying  to  correct  a  past  injus¬ 
tice  in  order  to  restore  a  piece  of  a 
neighborhood  back  to  a  community'  that 
has  never  forgotten  what  was  taken 
from  it,"  said  Chin. 

Henry  Yee,  a  co-chair  of  the 
Chinatown  Residents  Association,  has 
lived  in  Chinatown  since  1966.  "We  don’t 
want  to  lose  Chinatown.  We  want 
Chinatown  to  stay.  It  (Parcel  24)  should 
go  back  to  Chinatown.  We  think  that's 
reasonable,"  said  Yee. 

Some  at  the  meeting  never  lived  on 
Hudson  Street,  but  were  there  in  support 
of  efforts  to  get  Chinatown  control  over 
the  parcel. 

"I  grew1  up  in  the  community',"  said 
Sylvia  Eng  of  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  (ACDC).  "My 
parents  still  live  here  in  Tai  Tung 
Village.  Chinatown  is  a  place  where  I 
can  come  back  and  see  familiar  faces." 
She  misses  the  sense  of  community. 

ACDC  is  the  main  community  group

Exercising  Without  a  Gym 


Q:  "I  don't  have  time  to  go  to  the  gym. 
Is  there  any  simple  or  easy  exercise  I  can 
do  at  home  so  that  I  can  save  a  trip  to  the 
gym?  Thanks!" 

A:  There  are  a  lot  of  things  that  you  can 
do  at  home  to  stay  in  shape  without  ever 
leaving  your 
house.  You  can 
actually  do  simple 
exercises  without 
using  any  kind  of 
equipment. 

Remember  to 
always  warm  up 
before  you  start 
exercising.  You 
can  do  this  by 
running  in  place 
or  by  jumping 
rope.  Try  doing 
split  squats, 
lunges,  calf  raises, 
and  hip  abduction  and  adduction  exercis¬ 
es  to  keep  your  legs  strong  and  toned. 

For  your  upper  chest,  shoulders,  and  tri¬ 
ceps,  you  can  do  push-ups.  You  can  use 
ordinary  household  objects  such  as  soup 
cans,  juice  bottles,  tennis  balls,  and  milk 
jugs  to  do  exercises  that  you  would  nor¬ 
mally  use  dumbbells.  For  those  of  you 
who  are  interested  in  buying  exercise 
equipment,  but  do  not  have  a  lot  of  space 
in  your  house,  I  suggest  buying  at  least 
the  following  things: 

*jump  rope 

*1  pair  of  lightweight  dumbbells 
*1  pair  of  heavy  dumbbells 
‘stability  ball 
‘medicine  ball 
‘exercise  mat 

You  can  do  an  unlimited  number  of 
exercises  with  these  items  which  can  be 
found  at  most  sporting  goods  stores.  If 
you're  not  sure  what  exercises  you  should 
do  or  how  to  do  them,  you  can  rent  or 
buy  exercise  videos.  There  are  also  some 
exercise  shows  on  TV  that  you  can  follow. 

Always  make  sure  that  you  con¬ 
sult  your  physician  before  you  begin  any 
exercise  program.  Before  you  buy  an  exer¬ 
cise  machine  or  piece  of  equipment,  be 
sure  to  ask  a  fitness  expert  such  as  a  certi¬ 
fied  personal  trainer  to  see  if  it  is  safe  and 
effective.  Otherwise  you  may  end  up  get¬ 
ting  injured  or  the  machine  may  turn  into 
a  coat  rack  once  you  get  bored  with  it. 

The  advantage  of  going  to  a  gym  is 
that  you  have  a  choice  of  using  the 
newest  exercise  machines.  Whenever  a 
machine  breaks  down,  the  gym  pays  for 
the  repairs.  You'll  also  have  people  who 
are  trained  in  the  field  of  health  and  fit¬ 
ness  to  answer  any  questions  that  you 
may  have  about  injuries,  nutrition,  or 
exercise.  The  gym  is  also  a  great  place  to 
meet  people  and  relieve  stress.  If  you're 
trying  to  decide  whether  to  join  a  gym  or 
exercise  at  home,  consider  which  option  is 
the  better  investment  for  you  in  the  long 
run.

pushing  to  reclaim  the  parcel  for  Chinatown  residences.  The 
group  worked  with  State  Senator  Dianne  Wilkerson  to  file  a  bill 
that  would  secure  Chinatown  control  over  the  parcel,  if  passed. 
Senate  Bill  1909  was  filed  by  the  Lower  Roxbury  Democrat  in 
December. 

"Parcel  24  is  part  of  a  much  larger  political  process  that's  going 
on,"  said  Sam  Yoon  of  ACDC. 

At  meeting,  participants  wrote  postcards  to  state  Senator 
Steven  A.  Baddour  (D-Methuen),  chairman  of  the  Transportation 
Committee,  trying  to  win  his  support.  ACDC  expects  the  bill  to 
be  voted  on  in  spring. 

Although  many  at  the  meeting  said  they  want  affordable 
housing  in  Parcel  24,  others  suggested  that  affordable  housing 
should  be  built  somewhere  else  because  of  the  site's  proximity  to 
the  highway.  Others  suggested  that  it  would  be  better  to  have 
open  space  such  as  a  park. 

About  40  years  have  passed  since  the  Hudson  Street  land  was 
lost  in  1962  to  a  highway  off-ramp.  If  there  was  housing  on  the 
parcel,  the  former  residents  could  move  into  a  place  where  they 
once  spent  their  childhoods.  However,  the  former  residents  have 
become  older.  Time  is  important. 

Allen  Chin,  who  had  moved  to  Worcester,  said  about  the  idea 
of  moving  back  to  Hudson  Street,  "It  is  possible."  However  the 
clinic  that  his  father  operated  is  gone,  and  he  has  adapted  to  a 
new  lifestyle  in  the  suburbs.  Maybe  after  his  children  have  moved 
out  and  he  and  his  wife  are  alone,  he  could  move  back,  he  said. 

Waishek's  heart  is  still  there,  though.  "Those  years  and  memo¬ 
ries  cannot  be  repeated  or  duplicated,  but  I  would  be  extremely 
happy  to  go  back  to  where  my  most  happiest  memories  are."

Pillow 
Book 
Falls  Soft

In  this  1997  film  by  Peter  Greenaway, 
Vivian  Wu  (The  Joy  Luck  Club)  plays 
Nagiko,  a  woman  haunted  by  childhood 
memories. 

Memories  of  her  aunt  reading  stories 
about  a  noblewoman  who  kept  a  "pillow 
book"  or  diary  took  Nagiko  to  the  world  of 
ancient  Japan.  Memories  of  her  annual 
birthday  ritual,  in  which  her  father  painted 
exquisite  calligraphy  on  her  face  and  neck, 
gave  her  comfort.  And  memories  of  when 
she  found  out  about  her  father  being  black¬ 
mailed,  gave  her  a  reason  to  seek  revenge. 

As  an  adult,  Nagiko  yearns  for  the  ten¬ 
derness  and  comfort  she  found  in  her 
father's  calligraphy,  so  she  keeps  her  own 
pillow  book  that  contains  some  of  her 
deepest  and  most  poetic  thoughts,  and  she 
seeks  revenge  for  the  wrong  that  was  done 
to  her  father. 

As  intriguing  as  these  may  sound.  The 
Pillow  Book  fails  to  captivate  its  audience 
with  its  plot  line.  The  story  sounds  promis¬ 
ing,  and  things  come  together  in  the  end, 
but  it  lacks  the  pace  that's  necessary  to 
keep  us  interested. 

Greenaway  introduces  a  very  important 
character,  the  love  of  Nagiko's  life,  Jerome 
(Moulin  Rouge's  Ewan  McGregor  who  gets 
fifth  billing),  about  an  hour  into  the  film, 
after  Nagiko  takes  us  with  her  on  her 
search  for  the  perfect  lover  -  one  whose 
calligraphy  matches  up  to  her  father's  and 
whose  body  can  serve  as  her  own  pillow 
book.  And  still  you  find  yourself  asking, 
where  is  this  going? 

But  as  mentioned,  Jerome  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  character,  and  things  get  a  little  more 
interesting  when  we  see  him  with  the  same 
man  who  blackmailed  Nagiko's  father 
years  before.  And  though  Jerome's  callig¬ 
raphy  may  not  be  even  half  as  good  as 
Nagiko's  father7 s,  he  can  still  offer  her  his 
body,  which  she  cunningly  uses  as  a  blank 
page  and  as  an  instrument  of  vengeance. 

But  for  two  people  who  are  supposedly 
in  love  with  each  other  and  meant  to  be 
together,  there  is  lack  of  chemistry  between 
Jerome  and  Nagiko.  You  don't  feel  an 
emotional  and  psychological  connection 
between  the  two. 

Despite  all  these,  Greenaway  has  creat¬ 
ed  a  visually  unique  film.  In  many  cases, 
shots  are  beautifully  superimposed  over 
each  other,  and  a  few  seconds  later  grace¬ 
fully  united.  Words  in  elegant  kanji  writ¬ 
ing  (which  I  assume  are  as  poetic  as  they 
are  elegant)  flow  in  the  screen  like  a  stream 
of  a  river.  And  the  rich  and  vibrant  colors 
enhance  and  add  life  to  the  pictures. 

Also,  Greenaway  has  written  a  strong 
lead  female  character  in  Nagiko.  Though 
not  flawless,  she  is  definitely  different  from 
many  Asian  characters  in  Western  film. 
She  is  assertive,  not  submissive;  powerful, 
not  weak;  and  artistic,  not  dull. 

Still,  Greenaway's  presentation  of  the 
story  and  the  well-written  lead  character 
are  not  enough  to  redeem  the  film.  Though 
we  may  find  ourselves  mesmerized  by  the 
exceptional  imagery  and  feel  sympathy, 
accept,  and  learn  to  like  Nagiko,  in  the  end, 
we're  still  left  unsatisfied.

Music  Review 

Dun,  Yo-Yo  Ma  Concert  Lesson  in 
Fading  Chinese  Folk  Music

Taking  his  audience  half  way  around 
the  world  to  see  how  Chinese  folk  per¬ 
formers  make  music,  conductor  Tan  Dun 
probably  put  on  a  bigger  show  than 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  patrons  had 
expected  during  his  premiere  of  "The 
Map"  at  Symphony  Hall  Feb.  21 . 

Combining  high-tech  video  projections 
with  nearly  extinct  low-tech  performances 
such  as  leaf  blowing,  Dun  mixed  East 
with  West,  old  with  new,  and  experimen¬ 
tal  art  with  timeless  classics. 

Opening  the  night  with  Shostakovich's 
"Overture  on  Russian  and  Kirghiz  Folk 
Theme,"  Cage's  "The  Season's"  and 


Britten's  Four  Sea  Interludes  from  "Peter 
Grimes,"  Dun  stood  stiff  and  upright, 
moving  in  a  robotic,  militaristic  manner. 
But  by  the  time  the  first  half  of  the  show, 
which  in  retrospect  seemed  to  be  a 
warmup  for  the  second  half,  was  over. 
Dun  moved  with  grace,  sway  and  obvi¬ 
ous  excitement. 

Dun's  "The  Map"  took  lead  cellist  Yo- 
Yo  Ma's  playing  from  classical  into  the 
unpredictable.  The  strings  of  notes  Yo-Yo 
Ma  created  sometimes  sounded  as  if  they 
were  being  played  on  a  record  player 
spinning  backwards  and  sometimes  as  if 
they  weren't  coming  from  a  cello,  but 
some  other  previously  unknown  instru¬ 
ment. 


"The  Map" 
also  took  the  rest 
of  the  performers 
into  the  unpre¬ 
dictable.  Joining 
the  standard 
orchestra  of  vio¬ 
lins,  cellos  and 
such,  were  leaf 
blowers,  stone 
percussionists, 
and  Chinese  folk  performers  captured  on 
video  and  projected  on  a  huge  screen 
above  the  stage.  Costumed  in  imposingly 
bright  blue  and  red  traditional  apparel, 
the  digitally  preserved  performers  took 
the  audience  out  of  the  more  than  100- 
year-old  Symphony  Hall  and  into  a  dis¬ 
tant  place  where  nearly  ancient  musical 
traditions  still  live.  Chinese  vocalists 
rapidly  flapped  their  tongues  to  imitate 
insect  sounds,  wind  players  blew  into 
mouth  organs  made  of  roots  and  dancers 
clapped  clashing  cymbals.  Dim  and  the 
rest  of  the  orchestra  performed  in  sync 
with  the  prerecorded  performers  and  did 
so  seamlessly.  Except  there  was  one 
glitch.  Because  the  video  didn't  play  con¬ 
tinuously  throughout  "The  Map,"  and 
instead  drifted  in  and  out  of  the  show,  it 
often  felt  like  an  interruption  to  the  view 
of  the  dimly  lit,  tranquil  stage  of  perform¬ 
ers. 

During  "VII.  Stone  Drums,"  however, 
the  video  clips  projected  on  and  off  the 
screen  precisely  at  the  right  moments, 
matching  the  stone  drummer's  beats  and 
enhancing  the  piece. 

Influenced  by  the  American  composer 
John  Cage  and  known  for  his  tendency  to 
be  progressive,  Dun  gave  his  audience  a 
lesson  in  culture  and  a  performance  they 
will  not  likely  forget,  whether  they  liked 
it  or  not.
